On the march to Pekin the food of the 
United States soldier exceeded in quality, 
quantity and variety that of any of the 
allied foreées. The Japanese had only 
rice, dried fisn and occasionally canned 
meat; the Indian troops had mainly rice. 
The British white troops had a ration 
(similar to the American in quality and 
i'quantity. but not so varied or flexible. 
They used tea instead of coffee. The Rus- 
sians had little besides a black bread and 
SOUD. They received one-fourth of a 
pound of canned meat preparation at in- 
tervals. .The German ration consjsted of 
bread, fresh or smoked meat, bdeon or 
Sausage, canned meat, rice, Dartey or po- 
tatoéS"Balt. coffee or tea and sugar. The 
French ration included bread, fresh meat 
or tinned meat or bacon, rice and beans 
or desiccated vegetables or potatoes, con- 
densed Soup, lard, salt, sugar, wine, rum 
and brandy.

PEACE AT LAST 
IN BALL WORLD 


National and American Leagues 
Have Reached Agreement 


Under the Agreement the American 
League Will Have a Club in 
New York City-All Con- 
tracts Are To Be 
Respected. 


Cincinnati, January 10.—Peace was of- 
ficially proclaimed between the National 
and tne American Baseball Leagues 
when the conference of their respective 
committees adjourned here shortly after 


7 o'clock tonight. 

The committee had been in session yes- 
terday “and tast night and it remained 
in continuous session today without re- 
cess for luncheon or any other inter- 
ruption until a decisive and final result 
was reached and the conferees caught 
tne night trains for their respective 
homes | 

The result is covered fully in the signed 
articles of agreement that.were kiven 
out after adjournment and they‘afe final. 

While all of the eight conferees did 
their full share ‘in. reaching .ia result 
which was received with demonstrations 
that were like a jollification, it is con- 
ceded by all taat: the personal relations 
hetween Chairman Herrmann and Presi- 
dent Johnson had much to do with it. 

While the jollifying over the declara- 
tion gf peace was going on at the St. 
Nicholas, President Pulliam announced 
that there would be a. meeting of the 
National League in Cincinnati January 
19. It was also announced that there 
would be a meeting in February of tae 
presidents, Pulliam of the Nationa. 
League, Johnson of the American, and 
Powers of the National Association of 
Minor Leagues, at some place to be ge- 
lected hereafter, to take preliminary steps 
for an agreement between the major and 
the minor clubs similar to that which 
has just been entered into between the 
two larger leagues, 

Terms of Peace. 

The joint peace commission 
National Baseball League and American 
Baseball League, which convened at 
the St. Nicholas hotel yesterday, adjourn- 
ed shortly after 7 o'clock tonight, when 
a statement was officially given out show- 
ing that the following agreement had been 
unanimously adopted after a full and 
fair discussion by the committees from 
the two leagues of all complaints and 
matters of grievances and abuses grow- 
ing out of the present baseball condition: 

"l. Each a@nd every contract hereafter 
entered into by the clubs of either leagues 
with players. managers or umpires shall 
be considered valid and binding. 

“2. A reserve rule shall be recognized, 
by which each and every club may re- 
serve players under contract, and that 
a uniform contract for the use of each 
league shall be adopted. 

“8. After a full consideration of all con- 
tract claims by each and every club it is 
agreed that a list marked ‘exhibits’ A’ 
and ‘BR’ is the correct list of the players - 
legally awarded to each club. 7 

“Exhibit A being the list of American 
league players and exhibit B being the 
list of National League plavers. 

“4. It is agreed that any and all sums 
of money received by any plaver from any 
club other than the club to which he is 
awarded by the exhibits hereto atached, 
shall” be returned forthwith to the club 
so advancing said sums. and until all 
said sums of money so advanced are re- 
turned. said players shall not be permitted 
to play with any club in either league. 

Circuits of the League. 

‘S.—The circuits of each league 
consist of the following cities: _ 

“American League—Boston. New York 
Philadelphia, Washington, Cleveland De- 
troit, Chicago and St. Louis. ee 

“National League—Boston,. New York. 
Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Chica- 
go. St. Louis and Cincinnati 
“Neither circuit shell be changed with- 
out the consent of the majority of the 
clubs of each league. It is further pro- 
vided that there shal! be no consolidation 
in any city where two clubs exist; nor 
shall any club transfer or release its 
players for the purpoes of injuring or 
weakening the league of which it is a 
member. 

‘6.—On or before the Ist day of 
February, ef each year, the president of 
each league shall appoint a schedule com. 
mittee of three each, who shall be’ au- 
thorized to prepare a schedule of the 
games to be played during the champion- 
ship season by each club in each league. 
This schedule shall be submitted” by the 
committee within three weeks after their 
appointment to each league for their rat- 
ification and adoption. This committce 
shall be authorized--if they-- deem the 
same advisable—to provide for a series of 
championship games between all of the 
clubs in both leagues, ; 

‘7.—On or “before the ist day of 
February, of each year, the president 
of each league shall appoint a committee 
on rules of three each, who shall be 
authorized to prepare uniform playing 
rules. These rules shall be submitted by 
the committee within three weeks aftcr 
their appointment to each league for 
their ratification and adoption. . 
Agreement To Be Made. 

‘s It is further agreed that the 
said two leagues hereinbefore mentioned 
shal! enter into a national agreement 
embodying the conditions and agree- 
ments hereinbefore set forth: and it Is 
further agreed that Presidents Ban B. 
Johnson and Harry C.. Pulliam be, and 
they are hereby, ‘appointed each a com- 
mittee of one from each league for the 
purpose of making, preparing and formu- 
lating such national agreement; and it is

of said national agreement.

Prominent Citizen of Whit- 
field County Dies at 
Dalton. 


Dalton, Ga., January 10.—(Special.)— 
Colonel T. R. Jones died at his home in 
this city this morning at 5 o'clock, after 
several weeks’ illness, from ulceration of 
the stomach. 

Colonel Jones was born in Chattooga 
county in November, 1847, and came to 
Dalton in 1863. 

He was admitted to the bar in 1872 and 
practiced alone until 1889, when the part- 
nership was formed with Colonel W. C. 
Martin, which his death severs. 

On December 3, 1873, Colonel Jones was 
married to Miss Gertrude Manly, of this 
city, and the union was .blessed with 
three sons, T. R. Jones, Jr., of Atlanta; 
Colonel W. M. and Charles Gordon Jones, 
of this city, all of whom were with him 
in his last hours. 

Colonel Jones was prominent both in 
state and local politics. He served a term 
as state senator in 1881 and was at the 
time fo his death United States com- 
missioner. He was the first president of 
the First National bank and the Crown 
Cotton Mills and in numerous other ca- 
pacitiés he has aided materialy in the 
growth of this city, where he was uni- 
versally esteemed. 

He was also a prominent member and 
officer in the First Presbyterian church 
and his life in this relation has been one 
wholly worthy of emulation. His death 
will bé sincerely mourned throughout the 
state. . ., res 

Besides his immediate family, Colonel 
Jones is survived by four brothers—Rev. 
J. E. Jones, of Meridian, Miss.; Dr. R. D. 
Jones, of Summerville, Ga.; S. E. and J. 
A. Jones, of Chattooga county, and one 
Sister, Mrs. W. A. King, also of Chattoo- 
ga county. 

The funeral will occur tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 o'clock from the First Presby- 
terian church, the officers of which will 
act as pallbearers.

CHICAGO GRANDJURY

onlcago, January 10.—The prompt action 
of State's Attorney Charles Deneen upon

When court was called 
this morning a majority of the talesmen 
were on hand and the work of empanel- 
ing a jury at once proceeded. 

Jury Is Charged. 

Judge McEwen suspended court pro- 
ceedings while the order for a special 
venire convening the grand jury was is- 
sued. The order was taken at-once to 
the jury commissioners and seventy-five 
names were handed over for immediate 
service. Charles Hamlin, who was in tel- 
egraphic communication with Mr. Deneen 
several times yesterday, arrived in Chi- 
cago today and will take active charge 
of the prosecution. He also expects that

vention at Washington at the earliest 
practicable date. This’ decision followed 
a series of speeches in which Attorney 
General Knox was censured, it being al- 
leged in the meeting that he had not en- 
forced the laws by which it was urged, 
redress could be secured. 

There was a considerable divergence 
of opinion at first as to tae most effect- 
ive method to be pursued to obtain re- 
lief from the present prices of coal. Sug 
gestions were made that an open letter 
be addressed to President Roosevelt, that 
a convntion be called at Detroit or Chi- 
cago, that congress be appealed to 
for action. .The proposal to “‘move on

Statement by Operators. 

"Mr. -Torrey began the day's proceed- 
ings by reading his statement. It de- 
clares there is no merit in the miners’ 
demand for a 2 per cent increase in 
wages, and that the breakers have op- 
erated on an average of less than eight 
hours a day. The statement says the 
general average of wages was $518.95 for 
men and $196.93 for boys. It is claimed 
that “there is no manval employment 
requiring so little training or skill, the 
exposure to so little risk of health or 
life, and the occupation of so small a 
portion of the working day, which is so 
liberally compensated in wages as the 
work of the anthracite miner,” and that 
the employment ifs not extra hazardous, 
and is more than ordinarily healthful. 
An agreement with the miners’ union 
is declared undesirable, and the rela- 
tions of the company with its men 
said to have been harmonious until they 
were disturbed by the “machinations” 
of the officers and agents of the union. 
Mr. Rose took the stand immediately 
after the close of Mr. Torrey’s remarks. 
Under the examination by Mr. Torrey the 
superintendent said that prior to the 
strike in 1900 the relations between the 
company and the men were cordial, but 
that most of its men had since joinéd the 
miners’ unian. which resulted in consider- 
able discontent and the breaking up of 
discipline. The witmess said the company 
requires the men to load from 2,700 to 
285) hundredweight to a car; Ahat the 
size of the mine’ cars differ at various 
collieries. and that the prices paid the 
men varv with the size of the cars.

The 
statement snowed that 6 per cent of the 
company’s men received ovér $1.000 ayear: 
% per cent $900 to $1,000; 6 per cent $800 
to $900; 6 per cent $700 to $800: 12 per cent 
$600 to $700: 12 per cent $3500 to $600; 10 per 
cent $400 to $500; 9 per cent $300 to $400: 
9 per cent $200 to $300, and 2% per cent 
received under $200. 

The commission requested the informa- 
tion in this form and it was furnisticd, 
but Mr. Culver protested that it was 
not fair unless-a statement accompanied 
it showing how many days the men 
worked. Fur instance, those who earned 
under $200 a year worked on an average 
estimated at about half a month during 
the entire year. The exact figures wil! 
be handed up waen worked out. 

In addition to the wage statements Mr 
Culver presented a mass of other sta- 
tistics showing the number of houses 
the company owned, the rents they paid 
and showing the dockage for the year, 
which amounted to 3 410 per cent.

New York, January 10,—Customs officials 
tonight arrested Jacob Von Sternbergen, 
charged with smuggling tobacco, and sub- 
sequently made a search of the Red Star 
Steamship Finland. lying in the North 
Von Sternbergen. who is employed 
on the vessel, was found to be wrapped 
with tohacco, whieh was cleverly con- 
cealed under his clothing.

Thev fovwnd many thin bundles of to- 
bacco under his clothing. The vessel was 
then searched, and while the officers were 
at work the crew of the Finland made a 
raid on the dvnamo room for the purnose 
of shutting off the electric lights. "Mie 
chief engineer and the custom house in- 
spectors\drew their revolvers and drove 
the men back. The inspectors then sought 
police assistance and completed their 
search. They dia not. sueceed, however, 
in tinding any more tobacco. Six customs 
und police officers are now in charge of 
the vessel. 

Earlier ir the day the inspectors ob- 
served two men near the gangway of the 
Finland acting suspiciously. The men 
were searched and about fifteen pounds of 
tobacco found upon them. The men suc- 
ceeded in breaking away and getting back 
to the steamship. The officers declare 
that yesterday they chased one of the 
crew across a street gear the pier after 
recovering ten pounds of tobacco, and 
that the man got away.

Emancipation Association Pleased 
with His Speech at Buffalo. 

Macon, Ga., January 10.—(Special.— 
Headed by G. G. Alexander, pastor of 
the Cotton Avenue A. M. E., colored. 
church, a committee of the Emancipation 
Association, of Macon, called on Judge 
Emory Speer in chambers in the United 
Stateg court this morning, to express an 
appreciation of the colored people of 
Macon for his presentation of that race 
at Buffalo, where he spoke a few weeks 
ago. Rev Alexander presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

“Whereas, in his great speech at Buf- 
falo before the Independant Club on the 
19th day of December, 1902, Judge Emory 
Speer, of our city, gave utterance to sen- 
timents for the weal of all the people of 
our country, and in particular of the 
colored race, which has attracted the at- 
tention of the entire country: Therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That the Emancipation Asso- 
ciation of Macon tender thanks to Judge 
Speer for his advocacy of the enactment 
of impartial laws for white and black 
alike, which will admit to the franchise 
the intelligent, upright and responsible 
of both races, and exclude the ignorant 
and the worthless 

“Resolved, That the above sentiment of 
the great orator is akin to that fairness 
which has ever been given to the unfor- 
tunate of our race when arraigned in 
Judge Snpeer’s court. 

“Resolved, That_a committee of nine 
be appointed — pie in person to 
Juige Speer a copy of these resolutions.”’ 

After the resolutions were read, Judge 
Speer said: 

“It gives me sincere pleasure to receive 
and to cordially thank you and your 
committee for these kindly resolutions 
from the large association of the people 
you represent. 

“I especially value the assurance that 
the colored people know they obtain jus- 
tice in the courts where I have the honor 
to be one of the judges.

Counted. 


Rumors Current as to Figures That 
Will Decide the Contest. 

The $20,000 port receipts contest closed 
on December 31.

It was 
rumored on the streets and in the ex- 
changes taat the figure would be 5,271,249, 
others had it that the number would be 
5,271,801. How near or far these may be 
from the exact figure cannot be told un- 
til Secretary Hester's certificate reaches 
here on Monday. It is probable that 
these figures are near the correct amount 
or bales; one mgy be right or the other 
may be, or somewnere in the vicinity of 
these figures the exact number may be 
located. This publication is by no meahs 
final. It is an unofficial rumor and is 
given merely for what it may be worth, 
and to relieve the tension for some who 
may be many thousands above or below 
this in their estimates. When we have 
Secretary Hester's certificate in hand 
every estimate both on record and in the 
original will be examined and result an- 
nounced witaout unnecessary delay.

tioned both regarding his own conduct 
as a commissioner and regarding the 
acts of the board since he became a mem- 
ber of it. 

Chief among the points of interest dur- 
Ing the of yesterday afternoon 
were the references to the famous al- 
leged eaucus which was held at the 
residence of Mayor Mims; the explana- 
tion of Captain English as to how he 
happened to be a member of the police 
board; the assertion of Captain English 
that Chairman Key 4did not like him 
personaliy and had been fighting him; 
the statement that Sergeant Frank Whit-

sicner W. O. Jones that the latter had 
endeavored to have him exert uncue 
influence upon a jury, and the pointed 
questions that were azked Captain Eneg- 
lish by Chairman Key. . 

The questions that were fired at the 
witness made probably the liveliest fea- 
ture of the meeting. Some of the ques- 
tions had to do very particularly with 
the acts of Captain English and there 
were many who expected the chairman 
of the police board to lose his temper. 
He did not, however, but answered all 
questions of all members of the com- 
mittee with promptness and without the 
Slightest display of temper. 

Chairman English’s Memory. 

An incident that: caused some comment 
was the failure of Captain English to re- 
member the abolishing of the police de- 
partment in 1895. It was Alderman Wood- 
ward who questioned him. He declared 
that he had-:no recollection of the mat- 
ter, and in explanation “stated that at 
the age of 6 years a man usually found 
that his memory was not as active or 
as reliable “memory of a younger 
MAn. 

“What,” said Alderman W oodward., 
“you do not remember as big a thing 
as the abolishing of the detective depart- 
ment?” 

Captain English apparently came nearer 
then to his temper than at any 
me during the investigation, but he 
COuld hardiv be said to have been armgry. 

“I don't care,” he answered, ‘‘whether 
it Was as large as a mountain or as 
fmall as a mole hill; [ do not remember 
it.” 

Alderman Woodward stopped question-

During the second day, as upon the 
first, Captain English declined to give 
Pinions regarding the conduct of other 
Members cf the police board.

That Is the True Remedy, 


In the Plan Proposed 


Declares Judge Grosscup 


of Chicago--The Federal Judge Sees No Remedy 


by Attorney General. 


Chicago, January 10.—‘‘Our industries in 
the process of development; neither de- 
stroy nor arrest them, but popularize 
them,"’ was the topic-of the Hon, Peter 
S. Grosscup, judge of the United States 
circult court, at a banquet given by the 
Hamilton Club tonight. Judge Grosscup 
said in part: 

“The attorney general] has outlined his 
views and perhaps the views of the pres- 
ent administration. lI regret that the sug- 
gestions thus made do not, as I conceive 
it, go to the core of the disorder. Their 
main purpose appears to be to nurture the 
so-called trusts competition by Individ- 
uals. ‘ 

“TI believe the attorney general over- 
estimates the effica ‘vy of court proceed- 
| ings to compel men to compete. In actual 
| results, whatever may be their fidelity to 
the law, courts are almost as helpless in 
c mmanding men to compete, who do not 


' wish to compete, as our parents In seek- | 


ing to compel young people to live apart 
who wish to live together; or the law in 
commanding husband and wife to live to- 
gether who are determined to live apart. 
“But, considering the raising up of com- 
petitors as the main purpose of trust leg- 
|isilation, the proposals of the attorney 
general miss, in my judgment, the only 
natural and effective remedy at hand. 
“The real competitor of the future must 
he itself a x feet corporation. Individuals 
can do little against their antagonisis. 


But to raise up suca competitors fe- 


quires that convertible capital should be 


within call. The opportunity, however 
enticing, is empty unless there be the 
means. Now the wealth belonging io 
the people at large, though sufficient if 
mobilized, to replace one-half of our 
manufactures,-is not on present condi- 
tions of organization and management 
of industrial corporations, within sum- 
mon. True, it is in. some measure al- 
ready in tne industries; but it is there 
as loaned capital, and the men who have 
borrawed it, and the only men who can 
in the future borrow it, are men largely 
interested in the present consolidations. 
| Indeed, the real monopoly behind the 
| present consolidation is the monopoly of 
convertible capital. Give security to the 
poople in the matter of- investments, 
made by themselves directly as individ- 
' uals, and tais monopoly will disappear 
| and competition be restored to its natu- 
ral field from which to recruit and or- 
gzanize its financial forces, 

“But, though beyond all measure a de- 
sirable purpose, competition should not 
be made the main purpose of trust legis- 
lation, nor must the true friends of in- 
dustrial liberty allaw it to jostle us out 
of the solid ground, on which we should 
plant ourselves. ‘The renationalization 
of our {industry is the chief concern of tne 
hour: and industrial liberty, grounded on 
popular proprietorship, is true Industriai 
nationalization.’’

MAJOR AYERS IS REBUKED.

In order, therefore, that | 
there may be no misapprehension as to 
what class of dealers are included in 
the act of 19 referred to, I desire to say, 
under my construction of this law the 
following dealers are clearly covered by 
that statute: First, all dispensaries op- 
erated- by county and municipal. author- 
ities: second, all wholesale and _ retail 
dealers. in. spirituous or malt liquors, 
intoxicating bitters, brandy, frult and 
i domestic wines; third, all manufacturers 
of svirituous or malt liquors; fourth, all 
social elubs which do not confine the 
eale of liquor,in their establishments 
exclusively to club members. 


“I'nder the second class referred to 
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would ‘be included druggists or any other 
persons who sell spirituous or malt ll- 
quors or intoxicating bitters or brandy 
fruit or domestic wine. where any of these 
articles. or all of same are sold, either 
with or without a phvsician’s prescription. 
Druggists who sell alcoho) for mechanical 
or medicinal purposes are not subject to 
this tax. SP 
“All such persons who keep waisky in 
stock to be combined or compounded with 
any prescriptioh which they fill, would not 


ibe subject to the tax imposed by law upon 


liquor dealers. Neither would social clubs, 
where the sale of liquor in any form is 
confined exclusively to the club mem- 
bers. 

“This. in my judgment, ie a clear and 
correct interpretation of the act of 1909, 
which levied taxes for 1901 and 1902. The 
tax act imposing taxes for 188 and 1904, 


‘in so far as it relates to the taxation of 


liquor dealers. differs very widely from 
the act of 1900, and perhaps it would be 
proper for me to state wherein these 
differences obtain.

(Zovernar Terrell) has determined to cae 
that in futyre better esre ts taken of the 
capitol building than has heen the case 
in the vast. Its general anpnearance is not 
due altogether to the wear and tear of 
time; Visitors have aided materially tn 
disfiguring the walls of the building by 
writing on and marking them Besides, 
mnany chairs and other articles of furni- 
ture have mysteriously disaypeared from 
the building, making necessary the ex- 
pense of purchasing new chairs at almost 
every sessicn of the legislature. 

Hlow two or three hundred chairs have 
cisappeared from the committee rooms of 
the capitol during the last few vears is a 


| mystery to the governor. At the last ses- 
| Sion of the legislature the senate found 
| it necesary to purchase Seventy-five new 


chairs for committee rooms. and a sim- 


| ilar purchase has been made every two or 


three years since the present capito] has

' quarters in the past. Governor Terrell 
ihas required every one so using these 


rooms to move out, and hereafter no one 
will be allowed to remain in the building 


at night except the two night watchmen. 


When the proposed repairs on the cap- 
itol building have been completed, which

the general assembly in June, a new rule 
will be enforced with reference to visi-

Yesterday morning Dr. J. P. Kennedy, 
the health officer, at the request of those 
who knew of the suspicious case, went to 
the temple and made a personal exam- 
ination of the janitor. The health of- 
ficer declared that the man was suffering 
from measles and ordered that he be iso- 
lated near the temple in order that the 
disease might not spread, 

This has been done, and it is the belief 
that the janitor will soon recover. 

Meanwhile, however, religious worship 
has been interrupted and it will probably 
be a week or more before the congrega- 
tion again attends the temple.

AS to gases, the accidents of the past 
year do not show there is any careless- 
ness in this direction. 
happened at any one time in the mines, 
that is more than two or three men be- 
ing killed through the same accident. The 
total number of accidents, 61, is against 
40 in- 1901, 37 in 1900, 40 in 1899 and 45 in 
1898.

ROCKS AHEAD FOR TREATY. 


Beet Sugar Men To Oppose Reciproc- 
ity with Cuba. 
Washington, January 10.—For three days 
representatives of the beet sugar industry 
ef Michigan have been im conference in 
this city, not only among themselvem and 
beet sugar producers from other states, 
but also with the Michigan delegation 

In congress. 

Senator Burrows, who last spring, op- 
nosed the Cuban legislation then pending 
having been prominent in the conferences. 
Today Senator Burrows had a long in- 
tervicw with President Roosevelt, during 
which it is understood he indicated to 
him that the Cuban reciprocity treaty now 
mending in the senate was not Satisfac- 
fory to the beet sugar interests of his 
state and that it was likely to encounter 
gerious opposition uniess it could be so 
amended as to provide that concessions 
made to Cuba sa to tariff rates should 
remain in force for five years. 

After mature consideration of the treaty 
the Michigan sugar producers had con- 
cluded that the treaty was open to ob- 
jection In that it did not Insure stability 
on tariff rates for any clearly specified 
period. What the producers chiefly de- 
sire is stability of rates which would en- 
able them to put additional capital in their 
industry and develop i further with 
some assurance of success. The strong 
intimation is that unless an amendment 
can be made to the pending treaty fixing 
the rates between this countrw and Cuba 
for five years the Michigan congressional 
delegation will feel constrained to op- 
pose ratification of the treaty. In this 
opposition it is sald the Michigan con- 
gressmen will be joined by others repre- 
senting sugar producing states. So far 
ps is known the president has not indi- 
cated what his attitude might be in re- 
gard to the proportion to amend the pend- 
ing treaty.

Sorenson brought his tugboat within ov 
feet of the wreck, and then launched a 
boat with himself and two sailors. They 
made five trips in all, and brougat on 
all of the wrecked sailors in safety. 

The clasp will be of solid gold in the 
form of two mermaids. The sailors who 
accompanied Sorenson will each receive 
a bronze medal and §& in money.

England is to try a huge scheme of re- 
form in the education of the youths who 
in after years will officer the empire's 
“first line of defense.’’ 

It is expected that it will provide better 
material, mental and physical, than 
hitherto has been presented for the mak- 
ing of naval officers. 

In England it is the,army and not the 
navy that is the aristocratic arm of the 
military service, wherefore the cadets 
of the ‘first families’’ have been entered 
for the army instead of the navy. 

Under the new naval education scheme 
the government intends to catch its pu- 
pils early. 

Now boys enter for the navy 
The new scheme takes them at ll. 

For eight years thereafter the youths, 
whether intended for the executive, engi- 
neering or marine branches, will be edu- 
cated together, their course being di- 
vided so that they will have four years 
of study and work in the Britannia 
school at Dartmouth, which is England’s 
Annapolis; three years’ work and study 
afloat in the various departments of a 
seagoing warship, and a briefer period 
to “finish’’ in the naval college at Green- 
wich, and the engine shops and deck 
yards at Portsmouth.

Periodically during their novitiate the 
future admirals will be examined and 
the incompetents weeded out. 

At about 20 the youth will become a 
sub-lieutenant and can then make his 
choice of which branch of the service 
he prefers to serve in—executive, en- 
gineering or marine. 

It is supposed that he will be equally 
competent so far as education can make 
him to serve in either of the three 
branches, but there are critics who doubt 
that this will be found to be the case. 

However, education in each branch will 
add to his general knowledge of his busi- 
ness. There is to. be no social line be- 
tween the officer who serves in the engine 
room and the officer who serves with the 
guns or on the bridge. 

There are to be engineer rear admirals, 
so there will ‘‘be glory enough for all,” 
so far as titles to be attained go. 

The scheme aims ultimately to merge 
the marine and seamen branches of the 
navy. 

The new scheme of education is 
ing in its reforms. How it will work out 
in practice time alone will tell. 

There is no doubt that the men 
sponsible for it sought to make the Eng- 
lish officer in education and technical 
training the equal of the graduate of 
Annapolis, which hitherto he has not 


been.

According to 
one estimate the Indian government will 
have to pay over $3,750,000, and 
Lord Curzon himself is supposed 
to have spent many thousand 
pounds in entertaining his per- 
Sonal guests. For their display of mag- 
nificence the native princes’ expenses vary 
from $500,000, spent by the nizam of Hy- 
derabad, to $50,000, the sum which minor 
chiefs paid for their pagents.

IN GREATER NEW YORK 


New York, Se 10.—(Special.)—The 
measures now “being taken to put a stop 
to the wholesale smuggling into this port 
of tobacco, id#® the shape of Sumatra 
wrappers, bring’ to Mind the days when 
running goods past*the customs inspec- 


tors here was fur more common than it 


is now. 


If you read the dispatches you 
know that some tobacco has already been 
found in the coal bunkers of steamers 
from Holland, and that it is believed the 
government has sffered enormous losses 
through this form of smuggling, which, it 
is believed, has been going on for years, 
unchecked. Until a few months ago it 
was believed that smuggling of this par- 
ticular sort had been stamped out. It had 
been common enough formerly, but now, 
the customs authorities felt safe in as- 
Suming that virtually all evasions of du- 
ties here were practiced by returning 
tourists. the smugglers of precious stones 
and importing merchants who under- 
valued the goods they brought in. 

Some illicit trade was understood to 
persist in English clothes, through the 
connivance of ships’ pursers and the like, 
of course, but it was of small moment 
compared with the extensive operations 
in Sumatra wrappers now understood to 
be going on.

In the old days, prosperous from the 
smuggiers’ point of view, the running in 
of contraband goods was really. exten- 
sive. 

Then, as now, tobacco was the favorite 
of the smugglers, both because it is 
easily handled and because the profits 
are heavy, owing to the high import tax 
On all f6rms of the leaf so dear to the 
hearts of smokers. In the old days,-how- 
ever, the methods of the smugglers seem 
to have been less bold than at present. 
Now they bring the goods, hidden in the 
Ship's stores of coal, directly to the 
docks, and in some instances have been 
discharging their illegally imported car- 
gO almost without precaution. It was 
this carelessness, born of a long period 
of lax attention by the customs authori- 
ties that led to the smugglers’ final undo- 
ing. It is thought to be doubtful whether 
many ‘persons will actually be caught 
and punished, even now, but the game 
is broken, surely for the present. 

It was renewed watchfulness_ that 
brought about the discovery of the to- 
bacco smugglers of today, but it was ac- 
cident that broke up the most \note- 
worthy of the former smuggling schemes. 

The earcass of a dead horse was no- 
ticed floating in the lower bay. For some 
reason it was examined, 
amazement of its discoverers, it was 
found to be full of cigars in boxes, all 
securely wrappe¢ in tarpaulin to prevent 
the soods from being water-soaked. 

This led to tremendous activity on the 
part of the customs men, who soon un- 
earthed at least one gang of illegal to- 
bacco importers. They had regular head- 
quarters at the Narrows, on the Staten 
island shore, below the quarantine $sta- 
tion. Vessels coming from Holland and 
the West Indies bruughi the buik of tie 
goods the smugglers were waiting for. 
Sometimes before passing the Narrows 
and sometimes after, these ships, whiie 
waiting to dock, would drop anchor. At 
night the smugglers would throw 
water-tight bundles, barrels or boxes 
filled with illicit wares, trusting to the 
shore gang to go out in their small boats 
and pick up the goods, Just how much 
money was made by the smugglers be- 
fore they were found out nobody knows, 
of course, but the sum aggregated hun- 
dreds of thousands,’ if not millions. 


J. S. Clarkson, surveyor of 
this port, a semi-independent official of 
the customs service, is undoubtedly re- 
sponsible in some measure for the activi- 
ties that have led to the current and ime 
pending disclosures. 

Mr. Clarkson has lived in New 
so long now fghat he is almost a true 
Gothamite, though his fame was won 
mainly. first when he was a newspaper 
editor in Iowa, and, later, when he was 
assistant postmaster general at Wash- 
ington under President Harrison. His 
duties then were chiefly the appointing of 
postmasters below the presidential class 
(so called because they are appointed by 
the chief executive), and this gave him 
the title of ‘“‘Headsman Clarkson,” since 
every appointment of a postmaster had 
to be preceded by an official decapitation. 

It was while acting as ‘“headsman”’ 
that he ran against ‘“‘Private’’ John Al- 
len, of Tupelo, Miss., for many years ac- 
knowledged to be the wittiest member 
of the house of represéntatives, He was 
a democrat, of course, and quite as 
strong a partisan ase Clarkson. Allen 
and Clarkson soon became the firmest 
sort of friends despite their antipodal 
politics. One day Allen. laughingly told 
Clarkson that it would be impossible for 
him to replace the democratic pestmas- 
ter at Tupelo by a republican for the 
simple reason that there wasn't a re- 
publican in the place. 

Clarkson chuckled, for Allen's boastful 
remark gave him an idea. It so happened 
that an acquaintance of Clarkson's. a re- 
publican, hod got stranded in the south.

MAYOR COLLINS 
TO BE OPPOSED 


Two [x-Congressmen Will 
Fight for Democratic 
Nomination. 


THREE-CORNERED FIGHT 
WILL NOT HELP DEMOCRATS 


’ 

Though General Collins Still Has a 
Year To Serve, Campaign Is 
Already Assuming Inter- 
est—Other Matters of 
Interest in Boston. 


Boston, January 9 —(Special - Corre- 
spondence.)—Although Mayor Collins has 
practically a full year yet to serve before 
his term expires, there are not wanting 
signs that he will be strongly opposed 
for a renomination. This, too, in the face 
of the knowledge that the chances of 
electing any other democrat than him to 
the mayortlay is problematical to say the 
least. The mayor has not pleased the ex- 
treme party men, that is certain, but on 
the other hand he has: made himself 
strong with the conservative business 
element of the city by his efforts to 
check useléss extravagance and to act 
as mayor of the city and not of the 
party. 

Among the extreme democrats there 
have been mutterings for some time and 
the mayor's veto of the last loan bill by 
which he saved over $100,000 to the city 
has not acted as a sedative to their 
nerves. There fs considerable talk about 
ex-Congressman John F. Fitzgerald op- 
posing General Collins for the nomirntion 
and talk of ex-Congressman Henry F. 
Naphen [s also heard. In the case of the 
latter it is said that his boom, if it can 
be called one at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings, Is the result of a bargain with 
Congressman-elect William S. McNary, 
who is also chairman of the state com- 
mittee. McNary wanted to go to con- 
gress from the tenth district, but Naphen 
had only served one term and according 
to the unwritten law of the district was 
entitled to another. 

The bargain was that Naphen was not 
to be a candidate for renomination to 
congress, but was to yield his place to 
McNary. In turn the latter was to see 
that Naphen’s candidacy for the mayor- 
alty nomination was to be properly look- 
ed after and that he was to have a clear 
field. This presupposes either the with- 
drawal or defeat of General! Coliins for 
a renomination, but up to date the mayor 
has not given the slightest indication of 
not wanting another term and his defeat 
Is the only possible method by which 
McNary can redeem his alleged promise 
to Naphen. 

Now that Mr. Fitzgerald has ‘‘butted 
In’* to the matter there are promises ol! 
some lively complications. The little ex- 
congressman from the ninth district is 
something of a _ fighter, albeit of the 


{bantam order and now that he is editor 


and publisher of The Republic, a local 
democratic weekly. he has an effective 
weapon. He is still powerful in his old 
district and is likely to have with his 
old time ally, Alderman Martin Lomas- 
ney, the only simon-pure and unterrified 
democrat of the Tammany Hall stripe 
in Boston, That Lomasney can swing 
wards six and eight just as he wants 
them is an accepted fact and Fitzgerald 
reckons strongly upon this.

FOR PACE RIDERS 


Cyclists Whe Follow Pace Experiencing 
Much Uneasiness, 


ee 


NEW IDEAS NOT FAVORED 


Riders Are Not Pleased with Either 
the Proposed Pace Circuit or 
with the Idea of Single 
Pace—Gossip of the 
Riders. 


By F. Ed Spooner. 

There is a spirit of uneasiness in the 
ranks of the pace followers. This class 
of riders has reason to feel uneasy for 
their game is being revolutionized com- 
pletely by the proposed paced circuit and 
singie pace. Regarding single pace there 
ia a diversity of opinion, but it is general- 
ly conceded that success may be achieved 
and that expense certainly will be a great 
deal less with but one pacemaker and one 
pacing machine, whereas of old two tan- 
dems and four pacemakers were required. 
Three-quarters at least of the expense is 
save, while greater speed is secured 
through the increasirfg of the width al- 
lowed in pacing machines. 
this class of pacing in srance is appa- 
rently just as sure here. But of the pace 
circult the riders do not seem go sanguine 
as they might, inasmuch as by this meth- 
od they will be required to ride scheduled 
races without the privilege of the ar- 
rangement of them. The majority of the 
men, it is true, favor the circuit, but 
the majority does not include the leaders 
in the sport who must be consulted to 
pring about success, These riders have 
in the past ridden a great many of their 
races in and around Boston, where tray- 
eling expenses have been inconsiderable 
and where gates have been large. These 
men cleared up t. 2° big money last season, 
while those riders who did the most trav- 
eling received the least monev and there- 
fore made very little. The plan of the 
paced circuit requires all riders to travel 
and ride an equal number of races at 
each track for the three months with a 
guarantee for each race of $200. 
the stars away from Boston three or four 
weeks regularly tiroughout the season. 
Naturally this plan of procedure favors a 
majority of the cycle tracks, for it gives 
to these tracks races With the best men 
in the lists without the trouble and ex- 
pense «.f arranging the same. The stars 
last season refused to make races at these 
tracks as a rule. In reality the circuit is 
a good thing for the promoters and a ma- 
jority of the riders, but all of the pro- 
moters and all of the pace followers must 
be enrolled to make it a success, In in- 
creasing the fields from two to three at 
most of the tracks and reducing the per- 
centage allowed for the races, opposition 
has been encountered with many. 

J. C. Kerrison, the N. C. A. handicap- 
per, at Boston, says that the proposed 
paced circuit will not be a go and that 
it will not get beyond the suggestion 
stage. Mr. Kerrison says also that the 
early races of the year will perhaps be 
one-sided, owing to the exodus of so 
many of the pace followers to Europe. 
He does not anticipate success for single 
pace and in fact reviews the situation in 
a rather pessimistic way, inasmuch as 
the track owners themselves formed the 
paced circuit, adopted single pace after 
it had been proven altogether gatisfactory 
in Europe and inasmuch as Walthour, 
Munroe, Stinson and many more good 
men will remain in America. 


The Jacksonville eight-lap coliseum 
track is now being completed by Jack 
Prince and early in February the Bir- 
mingham track will be finished, when the 
southern circuit of four tracks will be 
practically complete and ready for the 
opening March 1. Evefy American rider 
excepting those who intend going to Eu- 
rope will follow this circuit, as four 
paced races will be run weekly until June 
1, at least. 


Don Walker, the leading Australian cy- 
clist of 1895, when he defeated the mighty 
Zimmerman, heads the list of winning 
riders of the;present season, having won 
nineteen of the sixty-three races ridden 
up to December 4 in that country. Walk- 
er was suspended for a month late in No- 
vember, closing him out of the great 
Austral wheel race. 


European racing men have been atoused 
to action by reports of the coming inva- 
sion of Europe by ten of the leading 
American riders. Hard training will be 
started the first of February by many of 
the riders whose last defeats at the 
hands of Americans have made wary at 
all times. American methods are being 
closeiy followed by riders in their train- 
ing on European tracks. 

Barely fifty professional bicycle riders 
all told took part in the sprint races of 
America last season: One hundred and 
sixty riders were entered for the great 
Austral wheel race at the antipodes, or 
over treble the largest entry list known 
in America for a year. Cycle racing is 
prospering on the other side of the world. 

James C. Kennedy has not closed the 
contract for Charles River Park track, at 
Cambridge, for the reason that too high 
a value is placed upon the ground in view 
of the fact that it is necessary to con- 
struct a new oval. The owners are report- 
ed to have asked $7,000 for the year, 
whereas Mr. Kennedy stood willing to 
pay one-half that amount and arrange 
for the improvements. The owners may 
run the place and give P. O. Sheehan the 
management of it. 


Bobbie Walthour is the authority for 
the statement that he will ride for the 
Providence coliseum this season under the 
Sole management of Colonel Felix Wen- 
deishafer. Walthour says that he will 
ride only at this track and will not travel 
at all. He will not follow the paced cir- 
cult. The Providence track is in the cir- 
cult and Colonel Wendelshafer is very 
enthusiastic regarding it, so may change 
Walthour’s mind. 


Sixty-nine cycle riders in Australia won 
$6,650 during September and November in 
sixty-three races, of which Don Walker 
won nineteen, taking down §$1,7% in all. 
This list of winnings did not include any 
of the big annual races, such as the 
Austral and Sydney races.

MclLean’s inabii- 
ity to take part in races as competitor, 
racing man or track manager in any 
part of the world unti] the amount was 
paid was a factor in securing the set- 
tlement. McLean claimed that he owed 
but one-fifth of the money, whica he 
always stood ready to pay, placing four- 
fifths the indebtedness on other stock- 
holders, who, however, failed to appear 
prominently in the transactions with the 
racing men. The N. C. A. neld McLean 
liable for all of the money, which he 
is now reported to have agreed to pay, 
thus clearing the way to his fulfilling of 
all terms of the contract made while in 
Australia for five seasons of racing 
there. It is reported that toe Bostonian 
receive $15,000 on this contract, to- 
gether with a share of the net profits of 
all meets in which his team takes part.

The king of Greece is a Dane. 

The king of Servia is half Russian.

Attorney General Har Renders 
Official Opinion, 


‘This Will Make It Possible To Pay 


Salaries of School Teachers 
When They Are Due—Opin- 
ion Given to Commis- 
sioner Merritt. 


Attorney General John C. 
terday rendered an official) opinion to 
State School Commissioner W. B,. Mer- 
ritt to the effect that_it is legal for 
county school boards to borrow money, 
to a Hmited extent, for the purpose of 
Paying the past due salary of school 
teachers. 

This will enable the cougty superin- 
tendents to make prompt paymen, of 
schoo] tearchers’ salaries, In many of the 
countjes of the state school is taught for 
the first five months of the year, while 
only two months’ salary is available 
from the state -treasury. The conse- 
quence is the teachers have to wait un- 
til December or January for pay for 
services rendered in March, April and 
May, 

By borrowing a limited amount of mon- 
ey and pledging the. money due from 
the state, thg county boards can make 
it possible to pay the teachers promptly, 
thus giving them their salagies as soon 
as the services are performed. 

Professor Merritt’s Letter. 

The opinion of the attorney general was 
rendered at the request of the governor 
and state school commissioner, and was 
in reply to the folowing letter from Com- 
missjgner Merritt: 

State of Georgia, Office of State School 
Commissioner, Atlanta, January 5, 1908. 
—Hon. John CC. Hart. Attorney General, 
Atlanta, Ga.—Dear @ir: In some eoun- 
ties of the state the patruns of the pub@ 
lic schools request the county boards of 
education to operate the schgols during 
five -onsecutive months early im the year. 
There is usually only enough of the 
school fund available to make two 
monthly payments to teachers; for third 
month's salary ihe teachers must wait 
till the latter part of Wecember; for 
Salaries of fourth and fifth months till 
about January 20, or discount their con- 
tracts at a high rate of interest. Some 
county boards of education have been 
able to secure loans at a very reason- 
able rate of interest for the purpose of 
paying the teachers monthly the amount 
agreed upon in their contract. 

Other counties are anxious to nego- 
tiate loans for the purpose of paying 
salaries monthly, but are deterred bv 
doubts as to t)gir authority to borrow 
money legally. 

In a letter to W. H. Wood. of Sanders- 
ville. Ga., whieh has recently appeared 
in the public prints, FT note an expres- 
sion of your views to the effect that 
county boards of education mav 
money unde,y section 13628 of the code. 
Please give me your official opinion as 
to the power of county boards of edu- 
eation to borrow money for payment of 
salaries due by these boards. Very truly

The conditions, as I understand them, 
viz: Georgia is just one year be- 
hind in her obligations to her teachers.

county, say Morgan county, is 
determined on the first Tuesday in De- 
cember, 182, and Ts paid out in 1903, vay- 
ments ranging from January to Decem- 
ber, inclusive, of thet last named year.

The board of education knows 
what jt is to:receive, knows whom it is 
to pay and the smount to be patd. The 
debts are past due, the teachers reed 
and want their money, the board recog- 
nizes the duty and necessity of prompt 
payment, but is unable to do so, be- 
cause the fun& is not in hand to pay 


The proposition is whether the board 
may go to the bank, or other persons 
having money to lend. arrange with the 
bank, or such person, io advance, at a 
reasonable discount, the money which 
the state later on is to pay the board 
to pay the teachers. 

I understand you ask whether the 
board can borrow the money under these 
conditions, and for this purpose. The 
legal question, whether the board can 
borrow money to pay teachers, fs hardly 
involved in this transaction. It is not 
borrowing money in the sense of creating 
a debt. It is a practical question and 
relates purely to the wise administration 
of the pubHe school fund. I am as clear 
in my mind the board of education has 
the right to make this arrangement as 
T am clear in the opinion that the board 
has the right to do anything else that 
would add to the efficient apsration of 
the schools. Under section 138 of the 
code the county boards of education have 
the right to ‘make all arrangements nec- 
essary to the efficient operation of the 
schools.” The teachers of our public 
schools of right ought to be paid prompt- 
ly as other officials of. the state are 
paid. But, aside from that, their prompt 
payment would result in. bettér. more 
zealous teachers. and. In consequ>nce. 
untold good to the children generally, I 
believe, therefore. that it is not only the 
right of the county board of education 
to arrange for an advance of this money. 
pledging for repayment thereof the fund 
to be paid the county board of education 
later on bv the state. and pay the tearh- 
ers promptly. but the policy of doing so 
has much in it to commend. 

Where this Is done I do not see who 
could complain, I assumé. of course, the 
county boards of education would faith- 
fully and honestly expend the sum thus 
borrowed. Were they. to do otherwise. 
they would be personaliv resnvonsibte for 
an jmproper conversion of the fund. 
Where the fund is faithfullv exnended no 
taxpayer. would have the right ‘to. c6m- 
plain. and no beneficfatv ¢onld possibly 
he iniured thereby.

Dirty Work Against Pauncefote. 

Washington, January 10.—(Special.)~The 
discussion which is rife in official circles 
over the departure of Von Holleben 
brought out one highly interesting dis- 
closure today. This had reference to the 
much discussed note prepared by the am- 
bassadors protesting against declaration 
of war with Spain, which was handed 
President MclhikKnley beftre the outbreak 
of the war. It will be recalled that last 
year Von Holleben inspired the charge 
that Lord Pauncefote had, by a note pre- 
pared by him on that oecasion, manifested 
unfriendliness toward the Uinted States. 
It developes that the facts were these: 

The other ambasadors first met at the 
Austrian embassy where they agreed upon 
a note which they thought ought to be 
presented. Then they Went to the British 
embassy. The urged Pauncefote to act 
with them. He agreed to do so, but re- 
fused to stand for their note. Instead 
he had one of his own. mild and alto- 
gether inoffensive. ‘This he insisted upon 
aud it was finally adopted. Cambon put 
that note into French for transmission to 
the governments abroad by their ambas- 
sadors. .The English note was presented 
to McKinley; its fate is a matter of 
history. The French transiation, it is al- 
leged, differed very materially from the 
original in tone. It was filed away in 
the German «foreign office and Jater was 
used as the basis of the claim that Paunce- 
fote had been unfriendlv, Von Holleben’s 
charges to that effect being inspired by 
instructions from Berlin. The idea that 
the note may have been purposely 
changed in its translation to embarrass 
the HKritish ambassador is held in state 
department circles. But what is more 
important, and hag never before today 
been acknowledged, is that the original 
note as wresented by Pauncefote was pre- 
pared at the state department of the 
l’nited States. Instead of being unfriend- 
ly, the British ambassador was doing just 
what President McKinley and Secretary 
Day most desired. 


MAY PULL OUT OF KNOXVILLE. 


Fire Insurance Companies Not Satis- 
fied with Conditions. 
Knoxville, Tenn., January 10.—(Special.) 
It is given out that two and perhaps 
more prominent fire insurance companies 
are seriously considering withdrawing 
from the Knoxville field and cancelling 
their policies that are now held here, or 
considerably reducing the face value of 
the policies in force here. This, it Is 
claimed, ts due to the companies’ alleged 
inefficient fire protection afforded by the 
city of Knoxville. It is cited that a sim- 
ilar action was taken a few years ago 
in Memphis, and this was followed by 
the city bettering the fire department, 
and the restrictions were absolutely with- 
drawn and the companies reentered the 
field. It is also stated that if these and 
other companies stay here they may ma- 
terially increase their rates on 
risks in Knoxville, The city offictals are 
now planning for the improvement of 
the fire fighting facilities aS soon as the 
$400,000 municipal bond issue is made. 
About $65,000 is proposed to be expended 

on the fire department.

Chicago, January 9.—(Special Corre- 
Sspondence.)—Holiday week in Chicago was 
marked by an epidemic of deserted babies.

Perhaps the most Sensational case was 
that of Christmas night when a babe was 
born in a snow drift, the mother being 
hurried away by two ‘men and another 
woman, All were well dressed and appa- 
rently members of the better class of so- 
ciety.

GAIN IN GASH LESS 


THAN LOOKED FOR 


Persistent Liquidation in Reading Had 
Unsettling Effect. 


TONE AT CLOSE WAS WEAK 


There Was Evidence of Some Confu- 
sion of Sentiment in the Move- 
ment of Stocks—Atcnhison 
Was the Feature of 
the Day. 


New York, January 10.—There was evl- 
dence of some confusion of sentiment in 
the movement of prices of stocks to- 
day. The persistent liquidation in Read- 
ing had an nusettling effect. The strengia 
of Atchison was in strong contrast. The 
purchase of 20,000 shares of this stock 
within the first few minutes of trading 
lifted it strongly and had a stimulat- 
ing effect elsewhere. There was s0nie 
show of speculative strength also in New 
York Central and Pennsylvania on tne 
ground that the Reading deal will serve 
to harmonize and strengthen the whole 
trunk line system. Amalgamated Cop- 
per reflected the rally in the metal mar- 
Ket afier a sharp reaction. Elsewheér 
the market was inclined to be dull and 
fluctuations were narrow until the ap- 
pearance of the bank statement. The 
cash item was a disappointment. In 
place of the predicted increase of $9,000,000 
to $11,000,000 the week's gain amounted to 
only $4,740,000. The only plausible explan- 
ation to acount for this discrepancy was 
that the heavy inflow of cash into Chi- 
cago the latter part of the week had beea 
urrested there and not forwarded to New 
York, as had been supposed. Sterling 
exchange was inclined to harden and dis- 
counts again advanced in London. ‘Ine 
market ciosed weak. 

The only explanation of the movement 
of Atchison was the unconfirmed rumors 
of a combination with the Rock Island.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, January 10.—The New York 
Financier says: 

“According to unofficial announcements 
the New York clearing house banks 
gained last week nearly $11,000,000 in cash. 
The bank statement of Saturday, how- 
ever, reveals a cash increase of only 
$4,740,100, or less than half the first named 
calculation. The statement of the pre- 
vious Saturday, it will be remembered, 
showed fully twice the indicated gain for 
the week, so that making allowances for 
the average system and the remittances 
which come into the banks later in the 
week, the current statement is not much 
out of harmony as might be judged at 
first glance. The movement of currency 
from the interior is now in full swing, 
and unless all calculations are mislead- 
ing the surplus of the New York banks 
will be largely increased during the re- 
mainder of this month and probably all 
of next. It is interesting to record the 
fact that the banks gained from all 
sources last week despité the fact that 
customs collections were nearly $4,000,00v. 
Redemptions of currency are to be @X- 
pected from this time on at a minimum 
rate, as the banks will be led to contract 
circulation somewhat as the urgent need 
for it has passed, The circulation of the 
New York banks shows a small decrease 
this week as contrasted with an almost 
uninterrupted expansion for months. The 
statement shows a decrease of $3,710,000 in 
loans, whereas an increase was looked 
for as a result of the revival of specu- 
lation on the exchange. The discrepancy 
will most likely be corrected in next 
week's exhibit. The decrease of $494,600 
corresponds closely with the changes 
brought about by the.decreased loans and 
the increased cash. The surplus reserve 
Of $14,810,300 compares with $12,953.450 for 
last year and $22,398,500 in 1901. The aver- 
age reserve of all the banks is now 26.7 
per cent, or about 1 2-3 per cent above 
legal requirements. The statement as a 
whole is favorable, but taking the changes 
of individual banks, it is rather compli- 
cated. One large institution, for instance 
reports a gain of $6,000,000 in specie, which 
is more than the total increase in cash 
by all the banks for the week. It will 
be remembered that a single institution 
reported a similar gain in cash. The 
money market as a result of the return 
of the money from the ‘interior 
shows increasing ease, and there is no 
reason to look for anything different in 
the near future at least.’

We 
learned upon this.trip that mustard, the 
big variety at least. will kill horses just 
as sorghum at certain stages will kill 
cattle; tais is worth knowing. We have 
known all along about the sorghum, but 
there ‘is no better investment a farmer 
can make than to plant an acre of 
ghium to every horse. The sorghum can 
be fed from along in May or the Ist of 
June in its green stage and then succor 
out for a good forage crop in the fall, 
but be careful with cattle. The peuple 
along this drought belt by planting a 
patca of sorghum early as possible 
will be helped much in bridging over the 
year. A lady of this district showed us 
a small patch of ground that she planted 
in eatnip and sage and realized $17 from 
the same. It was just a part of her gar- 
den, and it was no more trouble to her 
than it would have been to tend the 
Same amount of flowers. I am satisfied 
that an acre yielding in tae same pro- 
portion would have made her more than 
a hundred dollars. An acre planted in 
the large variety suntlower would 
make more feed anything. Muies 
like the sunflower and chickens 
thrive upon them. A catnip patch—tak- 
ing’ pains to guard against cars, for they 
will flock from every direction to de- 
stroy it—a sage patch and a sunflower 
patcn, together with forty or fifty hens, 
will clear any good girl more than she 
can make at anything ia the towns, and 
the work will be pleasing and healthy. 
It has been a wonder to us that some 
lady does not prepare herself an acre 
for raising hops. If they can raise hops 
around such cities as London and New 
York at a profit, surely it would be profit- 
able on the caeap lands the south. 
An English gardener tells us that hops 
can be raised in Georgia as wel! as in 
Iingland, There would be no trouble ‘in 
finding sale for the hops at any of the 
breweries. I mention these things to im- 
press the onpportunties that are still in 
country life, all of which the people are 
finding out, and tae clouds are passing 
away and a sunshine of cheerfulness is 
fast taking their place. ;

The grass conntry 
is never all grass—there will be fallows, 
stubble, voung wheat and stripped corn 
land. with wooded -skirts. rockv hillsides 
and brier fields: the. briers islanded in 
seas of vellow sedge. It is at least seven- 
eights open and cut criss-crossed with 
fences of many sorts. Hedges, hedges 
with wire. vost and rail, plank and wire. 
occasional timber palings. still more oc- 
ecasional stane walls, and old-fashioned 
crooked rail inclosures make up the most 
part of the array. Whatever the sort they 
commonly run about fields so big that

there is good galloping between jumps. 
Still, the pace is rarely very hot. It 
never enters the mind of man or horse or 
hound that salvation hinges on coming 
out half a second ahead of a workl’s 
record. 

All that the dogs may lack in speed 
they make up in beauty and music. The 
huntsmen keep hounds very often in in- 
verse ratio ‘to the size of their farms. 
Thus the master of a thousand acres may 
eontent himself with two couple, while 
his neignbor who owns a bare hundred 
and fifty comes bravely out with six 
couple art heel. Corn bread is the hounds’ 
staple food, and it is estimated that four 
couple of dogs will eat as much as one 
mule. Until the civil war the dogs were 
almost exclusively black-and-tan or blue- 
mottled. There are still fox hunters who 
swear by those strains, although, in a 


measure, they have been supplanted by 

| more fashionably bres hounds with white 

| coats and Hver or ofange spots. 
Shakespeare must have had the black- 

pame-tan in mind-wtien he wrote of— 

‘Ears that away the morning 
dew ;

Hounds give individually as 
they do most other things, but there is a 
quality in the black-and-tan crying which 
makes it unique. Less loud than the blue- 
mottie, less shrill than the racing, fine- 
drawn orange-spotted gentry, it carries 
wonderfully, and thrills as far as heard. 

Horses bred in the grass country love 
to hunt as well 2s their masters. Imost 
without exception they are quick and

cellently fit. 
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of fire, and up to 

fair ‘eight. There has been 
from the begining a large infusion of 
blood in the native stock. Supplement 
two or three judicious thoroughbred 
crosses and the result is an animal ex- 
The best of them stand be- 
tween 15 hands and 16 hands, 1 inch. A 
taller beast is apt to be leggy and washy. 
Those under 15 hands rarely show the 
bone and substance necessary to keep a 
heavy man well up to the hounds. Still, 
many of them are magnificent jumpers, 
and may lead the hunt with a light rider, 
such as a boy or a woman. 

It is an article of faith with many south 
country huntsmen that red and gray 
foxes will not live in the same region, 
The red, they say, drive the gray fel- 
lows out, to the ruin and confusion of 
as the red foxes can run long 
enough to break down two packs of 
hounds. So where reds appear they are 
trapped, shot, poisoned. Still, there are 
places where red foxes and gray dwell in 
such comity that, until a quarry {fs sight- 
ed, there is always an element of glori- 
ous uncertainty in the chase. Cover is 
plenty in even the most open regions. 
Every stream-side abounds in caves and 


clever fencers, full 


erannies, and there are sink-holes, thick- 


ets and big hollow trees. Foxes are also 
plenty -—sometimes embarrassingly.so, A 
fresh trail crossing the scent will lead 
astrav the keenest dog that ever chal- 
lenged. 

Now that the scene is set. behold the 
manner of chase. Squire Venable, to 
whom the sky is an open book, reads in 
it at sunset that the morning will be mild 
and moist. He goes to bed early, gets 
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up at 3 o'clock, finds a southerly wind and 
a cloudy sky, and at once takes down 
his long hunting horn. As he steps out- 
doors he blows three keen blasts, ending 
the. last in a rollicking tremolo. The ken- 
nel yard answers the blasts in a long- 
drawn howiing chorus, but he pays no 
heed to it. Stock still he listens intently 
until another horn sings high and far 
across the dark. His next neighbor, Bea 
ton, is awake—and wiling. So the hunt 
is no longer in doubt. 

Before he is in saddle another horn, far 
to the left, calls insistently. Short quick 
blasts, thrice repeated, tell him that Billy 
Ury, who keeps bachelor’s hall on a big 
farm, has certain knowledge of where 
to find a fox. But that way, a fox break- 
ing will be likely to go down wind, so the 
colonel’s horn sings again, this time a 
keen, masterful note, that says to Billy: 
“No; come here!” But the horn-blower 
does not think of waiting; Billy at least 
knows enough to follow the dogs. 

How they riot! The kennel gate is a 
block of heads and legs. Not until they 
are outside the lawn gate, leaping and 
capering about their master, is it safe to 
let Brown Bess do more than walk. She 
has answered the howls with a low, mer- 
ry whicker, and champs the bit under a 
tight rein. Beaton, at his own gate, blows 
impatiently: ‘Here! here! here!” Next 
breath Brown Bess is galloping, her hoofs 
Striking fire from the pebbles in the road. 

Beaton is progressive. The two couple, 
yelping in wistful smothered yelps beside 
him, are white and yellow fellows, gifts 
from a hunt-club friend. Four genera- 
tions of Venables have hunted with these 
same black-and-tans. Naturally the col- 
onel holds newer blood in scorn. 

“In there! Hunt him up! Sweetlips! 
Music! Damsel!’”’ he says, waving his 
arm to the right. The dogs leap the 
fence, and begin to circle widely over a 
Stretch of old grass. Beaton sniffs a lit- 
tle. There are sheep on the old grass: he 
is sure if it held twenty foxes no dog’s 
nose is keen enough to pick up the foiled 
scent. But by the time he pops his hun- 
ter over the fence, close on Brown Bess’ 
heels. Daniel is challenging loud and 
fiercely, the whole pack answering her 
ery. 

“Hot trail! I thought so! Brer Fox likes 
young lamb,”’ the cclonel says, slacking 
rein the least bit, and gripping his mare 
lightly with the knees. 

The dogs are off like the wind. By the 
first hint of dawn he can just see Dam- 
sel, a black Streak, scrambling over a 
weather-bleached plank fence. The fence 
is breast high and leans a little down hill, 
a nasty jump even for taking in hot 
blood, and much more so right at the be- 
ginning. But since Beaton goes at and 
over it like mad. Brown Bess must do 
the same. She sinks fetlock deep in the 
young wheat beyond, but goes gallantly, 
keeping her nose at the quarter of Bea- 
ton’s tong-striding black. 

Fate has a kindness for true sports- 
men. The fox ran straight down the 
length of the wheat, but turned at a right 
angle when he came to the fence and 
made for the high road. And thus Colonel 
Venable and also Billy Ury, his dogs al- 
ready panting from a lightning run, come 
in on the line with never an unsports- 
manlike swerve. Other riders also come 
in—the whole spread of the farmlands, 
indeed, seems to have broken out in dogs 
and mounted men. 


For a whiff they keep the road, then 
into the fields again. Brer Fox doubles 
and tries running mazes, but the hounds 
are too close. Besides, he is heavy— 
gorged with a meal too full. He must 
have been sharp-set when he began. 
Foxes are generally too wise to eat mord 
than they can run away with at ease. 

This fox's career ends ingloriously. He 
is run into, fairly in open pasture, just 
as the sain strikes a’single long red beam. 
through a gap in the clouds. It has been 
lesg than three miles from find to kill, 
and with no pace worth mentioning ip 
any part of the run. As the hounds rend 
and ®vour him the hunters pass flasks 
about, then blow horns and wheel and 
troop down a tross-road that leads to 
the nearest creek valley. 

But they do not come to it. Half way 
there Beaton’s dogs, circling through a 
sedgy old field, give tongue after a single 
whimper, and go away with no harking 
on. Pack and riders stream after. The 
route is down wind .and down hill, the 
going reasonably firm. The horses, hardly 
breathed by the short run, lay back 
their ears and eye each other ifn fiery 
challenge. Neck and neck, or heads lap- 
ped on quarters, they race over stubble, 
nostrils wide, feet falling rythmically in 
ever-quickening stroke. The wind sings 
in the huntsmen’s ears, The world goes 
backward, a gray and wan phantasm too 
wan to be even ghostly, But if it bit and 
tore at the riders’ eyes they would not 
heed. The madness of the chase has 
laid hold on them, Ahead the full cry 
calls, and they cannot choose but fol- 
low. Far hills catch and echo it, and 
woodsmen at work on them raise tem- 
pestuous halloos. Horses at pasture, 
riderless hunters, run nelghing up and 
down the fenges, or leap them and go 
pell-mell with the rest. : 

Oh, the pity of it that it cannot last. 
There is the initial burst, doubles, weary 
beyond words; another run, another 
check. Somehow the morning glamor 
wanes. Instead of it there comes the lust 
of conquest, the grim determination not 
to be balked. This fox is lean and sane; 
he has run well, doubled cunningly, lead- 
ing the hunt a merry circling dance, but 
he shall not win free, When at last he 
gets to arth, hiding so securely that 
there is no digging him out, they leave 
him and go after another fox with a 
silent determination to settle the score 
with him another day. 

When women ride to hounds !n the 
farm lands, the hunt becomes a frolic, a 
sort of equestrian picnic. Moonlight au- 
tumn nights are usually chosen, when the 
dew lies without crisping Into frost. The 
start Is after an early supper, the finish 
followed by a late one, miles and miles 
away. Women ride as ~~ boldly as the 
huntsmen, but are shown an almost ¢m- 
barrassing consideration. Nobody clalm- 
ing to be a gentleman would hesitate for 
a minute to lose place in the run by 
stopninge to oven a gate, or pull the top 
rail from a fence, that a@ woman rider 
might pass. 

Men and women alike sit Neht. but 
steady, in saddle. Beginning to ride when 
little more than babtes, they learn it as if 
ean never be taught in the schools. It 
is a graceful. swaying seat, easy alike tq 
horse and rider. If proof is needed, také 
the fact that often, affer following the 
hounds until 16 o’clock at night, both 
sexes dance blithely until daylight next 
morning.

E are just at the tail-end of a mighty 
wave of fiction and editorial fulmina- 
tion, which has given detailed pub- 
licity to the lives and methods of 
men who have piled up phenomenal 
fortunes either in the skillful ma- 
nipulation of stocks, or by adroit 
coups in the gigantic industries of 
this country. We have been told, 
atl nauseam, of the adversities 
through which they passed in early 
youth, the coprageous manner in 
which they buffeted discouragements 
and the attempt of enemies to keep 
them in the background, and the final 
triumph which elevated them to the fabled heights 
of wealth and gained them the plaudits of the multi- 
tude. There is no doubt, too, that the average man 
likes to read matter of this nature. The American 
instinctively worships the millionaire, not for him- 
iself exactly, but for ‘the vast possibilities which 
‘his amassed wealth represents. We treat our mil- 
'lionaires as the masses of old treated their sages, 
land whenever they congregate we hang humbly 
‘around, hoping to gather, perchance, here or there a 
‘casual crumb of inside knowledge which may fur- 
inish a hint to a personal and selfish end of our 
own. And the modern editor, realizing this com- 
imon failing, panders to it most assiduously, fill- 
ling his columns with stories of the successful dol- 
‘lar-hunters, giving the most minute description of 
their lives, how they act in emergencies, and final- 
ly, printing excellent photographs of the success- 
winners in the different stages of their careers. 
There is, it must be confessed, a certain stimulus 
and help to struggling beginners in a study of the 
i'biographies of successful business and professional 
men. but there is more poignant suggestion and 
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}personal application to be found in the experiences 


which beset the man who has not fared so glibly at 
the hands of fortune, or after whose name is to be 
written the word “failure.” But of this fact the 
editors either seem to be ignorant, or to deliberately 
lenore. 

Nowhere more than in the issues of success and 
failure in life does the fundamental reasoning of 
cause and effect apply. If there are many plain 
causes for the success of the business and profes- 
sional man, there are also well-definied causes for 
failures in every class. Among these may be 
named, cursorily, uncongenial occupation, lack of 
energy, ill health, absence of initiative, poor judg- 
ment and a host of lesser handicaps. The man 
who earnestly desires to hecome more than a mefge 
unit in society, to rise above mediocrity, even to 
distinguish himself, can glean inestimable knowl- 
edge from the events which culminated in the fail- 
ure of other men’s lives. In fact, we see no reason 
why biographies of failures should not be more val- 
uable than those of successes. For it is incom- 
parably easier simply to avoid pitfalls than it is to 
mark out a new and radical course.

HE Colossus of Africa has 
not been a man of many 
words, but when he has 
spoken it has been to some 
effect. 

In little phrases of two 


or three words, he has, un 
a dozen great state or- 
casions, summed up the 
Situation and his. own 
policy. One of these 
phrases particularly indi- 
cates his whole life work. 
Pointing to a map of 
Africa thirty years or so ago, he said; 

‘All that red, that’s my ambition.” And 
red it now is, save for a small strip, 
from Cairo to Capetown. 

Before England had conquered the 

Soudan, Rhodes sought to further his 
scheme of constructing a telegraph from 
north to south of Africa by getting the 
mahdi to consent to his running it 
through his then dominions. When people 
doubted the possibility of his doing it he 
replied: “I have never known a man with 
whom I could not do a deal.” 
When the Jameson raid 
topic of conversation six years ago, 
Rhodes was suspected to have been a 
party to it. He was ealled upon to say a 
good deal, and what he said were a few 
phrases which to this day the public re- 
members, and will continue to remember. 
When he resigned the Cape premiership 
and sailed to England to meet the conse- 
quences of the raid, he told his friends 
that he was going to ‘‘face the music.” 
This phrase set the cartoonists busy, and 
“Rhodes facing the music’ formed the 
subject of many a pictorial fest, one 
representing the music as a@ cat on the 
tiles, at which sam...ues, facing it, was 
flinging a boot.

Thus once he had 
t@en a fancy to a set of old oak 
shelves and ordered that they were 
to be placed In a certain cor- 
n.r of the hall. He was told that it 
was impossible, as they projected a foot 
ito the doorway.

He would not let obstacles, large or 
small, stand in his way.

Another incident, showing how litle 
Mr. Rhodes would allow, maritime con- 
siderations to prevent him from getting 
where he wished, was after the siege of 
Kimberley, when he left Capetown for 
Beira. The captain had to discharge car- 
go at Delagoa Bay, but Rhodes said: 
“No, you don’t. Take me to Beira, and 
don’t stop for anything.’’

£1,200 to get him to do so.

When 
the Boers were attacking a Bechuana 
chief. with the ultimate object of annex- 
ing Bechuanaland, Rhodes saw that, the 
only way to avoid this was to effect 
conciliation between the Boers and the 
natives. 


His Friendship With Delarev 
This he did by strolling over to D%*- 
larey’s tent and inviting himself to 
areakfast. While the Boers weré hos- 
pitably getting it for him. Delarey turned 
round to Rhodes suddenly and said: 
“Blood must flow.’ ‘‘Well,”’ said Khodes 
coolly, “give me my breakfast and we li 
talk about it.’ This coolness flabber- 
gasted the now famous: general, and when 
Rhodes afterward > farried it to the ex- 
tent of staying with him for a week, 
becoming godfather to his child, and 
making himself so generally agreeable, 
Delarey found himself cooled fito mak- 
ing.a setlement of peuce thipugh Rhodés, 
which kept the Boers out of Bechuana- 
land, and paved the way for Rhodes 
planting the British standard there. Th7s 
is one of the-things Kruger will never

or councli. was arranged. in which 
Rhodes and the chiefs were to diséuss 
terms of peace before the assembled Ma- 
tabele host. 

After talking in an easy way on different 
subjects, Rhodes suddenly turned on 
the chiefs and denounced them for their 
cruel massacres. So terrifled were they 
by the fierce look of the great white man 
that they bowed their heads in meck 
Submission. Rhodes had tamed the Ma- 
tabele by a look and a gesture, and the 
chiefs forthwith agreed to maké peace.

The highway and the mountain trail 
have their philosophers and circulating 
libraries, men who condense the mode of 
living and thinking prevalent. in their 
region into their own vernacular and 
pass it on thus to the traveler who may 
chance to share a mile or two of ths 
rough road with them. When I wander- 

into the mountains of Kentucky from 
over the West Virginia border, I encoun- 
tered more than one native sage of this 
character, whose gratuitous information, 
as a rule, resembled that quoted above. 
But not in a paragraph, a volume or a 
series of volumes can it be hoped to find 
the typical word that will describe the 

Kentucky mountaineer and his unique 
environment. 

The Kentucky feud! I had often heard 
of it, and imagined it to be pretty much 
anything from a cross cut saw to a 
revolution. My ideas on the subject being 
vague, I went to Kentucky to have them 
Clarified. 

Once there I asked several people to 
show mea feud. This seemed to cause u 
considerable misunderstanding and I be- 
gan to think that a feud must be an 
unpleasant thing to have around. In 
fact, I came dangerously near investing 
in one—but saved myself in time. A 
feud is the cheapest native product of 
the Kentucky mountains. To find out 
more about them I visited Anse Hatfield. 
Anse lives on the West Virginia side of 
Tug river, far from the haunts of 
men, a8 well as detectives, who, from 
time to time, show a yearning to culti- 
Vate the old man’s acquaintance. Owing 
to his many virtues and to the fact that 
he invented and still owns the first si- 
mon-pure mountain feud, this wily vet- 
eran has received popular canonization 
with the title, ‘‘Devil Anse,’ under whicn 
appellation he is now generally Known. 

Unfortunately the cannon didn’t kill 
him. It is uncertain how many of his 
enemies he has sent to heaven. Probably 

enough to insure him-

the Tollivers. An armed band of the 
latter, thirty-one in number, was en- 
countered just outside of Morehead, the 
county seat of Rowan. A pitcned battle 
followed, in whica the Logan arms came 
out victorious, four of the Tollivers, the 
fast of their race, being killed and their 
retainers put to flight. Tor this exploit 
Mr. Logan was brought to trial before a 
special judge and deciared not gullty, 
the court holding that what ne had done 
was for “the good of the public.”” There 
were twenty-three ‘killings’ in the 
Logan-Tolliver quarrel, for which, fol- 
lowing the custom of mountain feuds, no 
legal penalties have been inflicted.

Nevertheless, 
for all these outside differences, the 
Hargises and Cockrills are one and ali 
mountaineers in blood and manner of 
thinking, and their feud follows the 
course of similar manifestations of family 
rivalry in other parts of the Kentucky 
highlands. As for the cause, If any can 
be assigned to. this Breathitt county 
trouble, it must be summed uy in the one 
word that stands at the head of most of 


these mountain feuds—politics. There has 
been a social] and political rivalry between 
these two principal families of Byeathitt 
county for years that has culminated at 
last in bloodshed. How much of the lat- 
ter there has been it is hard to de- 
termine. since the county records, follow- 
ing in tis respect the prevalent laxity of 
the mountains, are not complete. ‘They 
are also in the hands-of one of the rival 
families. so that their authority would be 
open to dispute. Popular estimate places 
the number of deaths due to these family 
dissensions throughout the county at 
thirty-four. At the time I was in Jack- 
con a blicht seemed to have fallen on the 
town. Many femilies had moved away, 
insurance companies had withdrawn their 
nolicies, the trains ran empty, only a 
small volume of business was transacted. 
On everv hand was evidence of a certain

I spent tne 
best part of a year tramping through the 
Kentucky mountains, selecting for my 
route those counties that have the worst 
reputation for feuds and ‘“‘meanness.’’

He walked with the shadow of 
death walking at his @f®ts, a callots, sin- 
ister face peering at him through bmar 
and hedge, eyes that glittered, feeding 
Sulttonousfy on his wallet or saddle bag, 
and a blood-crusted knife hungering for 
his heart.

In the days of Houston 
and when Texas was a republic of its 
own ft was called the Rancho Davis. so 
named for its first Settler, but when

Many Southern Towns Which Waxed and Waned 
With Whirligig of Time

. @ URING the year 1800 
county of Baldwin, 
gia, was as large as either 
one of several of the north- 
states; but of it 
carved many coun- 
ties, some of them among 
the most prominent — in 
Georgia: for instance, Put- 
nam, Jasper, Morgan, etc. 
When Morgan was made 
into a county the present 
beautiful city of Madison 
: had not aspired to the diz- 
nity of a town, not even a village; it was 
but a cluster of log cabins. Kingston, 
several miles west and nearer Putnam 
county, was the only town of the new 
county, and for a short time it bade 
fair to become the county site, and but 
for Madison being nearer the center of 
the county no doubt would have been. 

After Madison was chosen Kingston 
soon fell into decay, and stores and busi- 
ness were soon most generally removed 
to Madison. For awhile a neighborhood 
and small postoffice were retained 
at the old town. These soon gave way, 
and Kingston has ceased even to be “the 
wonder of an hour.’’ No vestige remains 
of her former prosperity. Not even the 
name of Kingston is applied to the place 
at present. Its lands are only the inte- 
gral parts of a large landed estate. For 
many years after it ceased to be known 
as a town it belonged to an old eccentric 
gentleman, whom all old Morgan county 
residents ‘will remember as Tollison Fin- 
ney, or as he was for at least thirty-five 
years known, “Uncle Tollison.’ 

In his early youth ‘“Tnele Tollisen’’ 
was a barefoot, copperas breeches, leath- 
er gallus plowboy. One day as he was 
plowing in a fleld near by he went into 
One of the stores and modestly asked 
credit for a ‘‘thrip’s’’ worth of ‘‘tobak- 
Ker.”’ Hie was denied the credit, and 
went away, swearing that he would buy 
the town and move it away. Thirty 
years afterwards he bought the land all 
around the town and the town itself and 
moved every vestige of it away. Rumor 
hath it that he even changed the road 
around it and hastened its decline. 

It might interest the lover of the early 
history of his state to learn that there 
have been at least twenty such towns, 
some of them claiming a thousand in- 
habitants, two or three claiming as many 
as two thousand, and, from the data left, 
[ presume their claims were bona fide. 
Of course, it is understood that I mean 
towns settled by the Anglo-Saxons. not 
Indian towns. Of the latter there must 
have been at least one hundred, some of 
them numbering at least three thousand 
bucks, squaws and papooses,

Funds were raised and a church built, 
which now stands. bearing in bold fig- 
ures, ‘1769.°° the date of its completion. 
Brick were sent from Germany. They 
were of a peculiar kind, dark, full of 
pebbles, giving them the appearance of 
being pock-marked and easily broken 
This was not the ease, as they proved to 
be very durable, having withstood ali 
kinds of weather for over a centur¥ and 
a quarter. The house, about square, 
still stands facing the river. Around it 
were carly pianted oaks and cedars, now 
gnarled and knotted, still standing till 
this day, giving the old church a wierd, 
pleturesque appearance, standing alone 
and deserted with no signs of life of the 
once happy and prosperous people who 
thronged here by the hundreds every 
Sunday worship. 

A site near where the church stands was 
selected for the cemetery. Around and 
through it many cedars were planted, 
some standing to this day, bearing unmis- 
tuakable evidence of great age. Head- 
stones are to be seen in bad condition. 
fallen and leaning, some of them bearing 
inseriptions as carly as 1734. Among them 
on one is inscribed ‘‘Martin Lacken, the 
First Man To Die.”” The village nrospered 
until the-revolutionarvy war, when the 
male population able to bear arms was 
pressed into service. Being left unpro 
tected, Britisn cayalry wintered there 
ard used the old church as a stable for 
iheir horses. The interior was consider- 
ably damaged by such desecration, but, 
after the close of the war, those who lived 
to return repaired it. It is still used every 
Sabbath as a place of some kind ot re- 
ligious wership. 

The village never survived the shock of 
the revolution. The inhabitants gradual- 
ly left it, gome to farms in the same 
county, others to other pursuits, until 
now there is not a vestige of a house re- 
maining to show that it was once the 
habitation of several hundred people. The 
oniy evidence of life in that part of the 
country is the well-worn road that winds 
around the church to the river landing, 
and the foot path that leads to the church 
door. The old church stands overlooking 
the cemetery, and gives one the feeling 
that it is standing es a silent sentinel to 
rrevent desecration of that sacred place. 
During he spring and summer, when the 
trees have out their foliage, only the 
spire of the church can be seen from the 
river by veonle passing to and fro on 
the boats that ply between Savannah and 
Augusta, »ut during the winter the whole 
church is laid bare to view, and the ques- 
tion is often asked why this large brick 
chureh should have been built in this re- 
tired and secluded spot, away from the 
habitation of any human being. 

The peonle who made Georgia's second 
settlement remain today as distinct a 
with a few exceptions, as they 
were the day they landed at Ebenezer.

It igs the nature of women to sing. The 
little girl lulls her doll to sleep witn a 
song long before she has learned the 
value of a note.

Audrey, the barefoot waif, who wins the 
prize for swiftness, and introduces Ev- 
elvn Byrd, who bestows on her the 
award—a golden guinea. Audrey, who 
is Miss Eleanor Robson, the daugater (i 
think) of the famous comedian, Stuart 
Robson, looks and acts her part to sat- 
isfy the most exacting fancy. Evelyn 
Byrd (Miss Selene Johnson) was well 
suStained. The noble dignity and mag- 
nanimity of the high-born, gifted wom- 
an of history, find a happy interpreta- 
tion in this handsome actress. 

Toe part of Marmaduke Howard is 
borne by Mr. Wilson, whose acting is ex- 
cellent. The strongest situations, how- 
ever, fall to Hugon, the French-Indian 
lover of Audrey: Frederic Perry, who 
had this role, was perfect in his make- 
up and entered with so much realism into 
his part that his tragic deata in the clos- 
ing scene overshadows the happy reunion 
of the lovers, 

An unusual representation for the stage 
is the church scene in ‘‘Audrey,’’ where 
we are shown the caurch, the Puritan 
congregation, and the minister in the 
high, narrow stone pulpit. The preacher 
takes his text from Daniel—the doomful 
words written on the wall at Belshazzar’s 
banquet—and proceeds to denounce the 
vice and profligacy that aas crept into 
the littie colonial town—then growing 
personal, he hurls a passionate rebuke at 
Audrey, who by her appearance at the 
ball the night before with her supposed 
paramour, has outraged Jamestown so- 
ciety. Audrey is crushed, for tae congre- 
gation stare at her in scornful silence, 
until the direputable old  preacher~— 
“Darden’’—who brought her up, springs 
to ais feet, valiantly defends the girl and 
denounces the man in the pulpit as a 
Slanderer. Tais was finely done by 
George Woodward, who played the part 
of Darden. Evidently, Miss Mary John- 
son got the suggestion for this. scene 
from a memorable incident that occurred 
during the presidency of General Andrew 
Jackson. Jackson was the great friend 
and valiant champion of the beautiful 
Mrs. Ellis, who had scandalized Wash- 
ington city dy her goings on. The minis- 
ter on one occasion dared to rebuke fier 
publicly and to pass her by at commu- 
nion, whereupon Old Hickory rose in his 
wrath, denounced the preacher and de- 
clared he should never again appear in 
the pulpit of this church, which he, Jack- 
son, ‘aad had built on land owned by 
himself. He was as good as his word: 
he shut up the church and never allowed 
it to be used for church service again. 

Another notable play which can be 
seen in New York is ‘Mary of Magua- 
la.” Miss Minnie Madden Fiske, who 
won so many laurels as.Tes@ of d’Ury- 
berville and as Becky Sharp in “Vanity 
F'air,’’ plays the part of Mary Magdaiene 
with grace and strength. but the strong 
character of the play is Judas as given 
by ‘Tyrone Power. Complaint is made 
against the drama because Mr. Power 
succeeds in enlisting the sympathies of 
the audience. It is not Judas as a traitor 
and murderer wihto is presented in ‘‘Marv 
of Magdala."’ Higher motives are assigned 
to him, who is despised as the betrayer 
of Christ. He is supposed to be execut- 
ing the innermost purpose of Christ, and 
to have been actuated by the hone that 
when Jesus was really arrested by the 
Jewish authorities he would show his 
power and not his enemies the confus- 
ion, 

“Mary of Magdala’’

Women in every circumstance 
and condition come to her to deposit 
their little all; and to tell her, perhaps, 
how it was acquired, and what hopes 
and plans are vested in it, and what 
awful anxieties. And she advises with 
them and counsels as to what were best 
done, explaining: the various methods vf 
banking money, together with the rates 
of interest allowed on respective accounts, 
and going through patiently with them 
checks, deposit blanks, time certificates, 
etce., even making the deposit herself, so 
that the most timid need feel not the 
slightest perturbation. 

Some of the cases which have come in 
her experience are pathetic in the ex- 
treme. One elderly lady began to see 
that it was better to Invest money than 
to hide it away. She thought about it 
and allowed herself to be reasoned with, 
until finally she drew out her little 
hoard.

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THE BABY’S WEIGHT. 

The average baby weighs 7 pounds at 
birth. If he weighs 9 or 10 ha excites tne 
wonder and admiration of both doctor 
and nurse—a rather conclusive proof that 
the 14-pounders are not So common as 
mothers would have you believe. A nor- 
mal baby is supposed to weilga 21 pounds 
when a vear old, yet in this country Te- 
markably few babies reach that figure at 
that age. This, too, is proved by the fact 
that a baby who actually weighs that 
much is universally commented on by 
friends and strangers alike wherever he 
The mother is constantly stopped 
on the street by admiring ladies who 
gaze in wonder at “that fat baby.” In 
England the average is better. There the 
habies and children are plump and round. 
Baby should gain after the first week of 
life half a pound a week—a trifle more 
or less—until tne age of five months. Af- 
ter that until he is a year old he shouid 
gain 1 pound per month. He should be 
weighed regularly each week for the first 
five months and after that every Other 
week.

Frocks all in one piece are worn by 
girls as well as boys, and are most be- 
coming.

In the article, ‘‘Bibliography,”’ written 
by Joseph Jacobs, former president of 
the Jewish Historical Society of England 
and himself a bibliophile of distinetion, a 
conservative estimate gives 30,000 as the 
number of works written in Hebrew, now 
in existence, while the same number of 
hooks in modern languages on Jewish 
subjects have been produced during the 
last forty years. Any person desiring to 
keep himself fully acquainted with Jew- 
ish literature in its. wider would 
probably have to take account of over 
3,000 (of which over 800 are biblical) publi- 
cations per annum. 

The bibliographical section of the Jew- 
ish Encyclopedia may fittingly be con- 
sidered as the thoroughgate leading the 
reader from the city of Books, i. e., from 
the biblical and Talmudical departments, 
into the vast field of Jewish life. 

The editorial board of the Jewish En- 
cyclopedia has divided this gigantic de- 
partment into six divisions, intrusting 
each division to a different editor, and 
has followed throughout the scientific 
method of the modern historian as it has 
been so masterfuliy sketched by the la- 
mented John Fiske in his posthumous 
*‘Literary and Historical Essays.”’ 

While the Jewish historian shows the 
past and present life of the Jewish com- 
monwealth, its struggle with the church, 
state, and the prejudices of the masses, 
the Jewish biographer reveals the life of 
the individual Jew, surrounded by a hos- 
tile environment, obliged to figat for 
every inch of his ground, often victori- 
ous, but still oftener crushed under tne 
weight of adverse circumstances. This 
dramatic struggle for existence, this 
srenuous endeavor to obtain his due, 
this tireless exertion to accomplish great 
and noble things, not only in his own be- 
half, but also for th@* benefit of his en- 
tire race, is best illustrated by tne vast 
department of Modern Biography, in- 
cluding the epoch, from 1750. to 1992 and 
rumbering over 5,000 topics. In other 
words, this department, which is_ in 
charge of the projector and managing 
editor of the Jewish Encyclopedia, Dr. 
Isidore Singer, gives a detailed account 
of the history of the Jewish emancipa- 
tion since tae time of Moses Mendels- 
eohn, as reflected in the lives of more 
than 56,000 of the most eminent sons of 
modern Israel. Again, selecting from

Now that Count Tolstoi is an aged and 
Sick man, the question is often asked, 
who of the younger representatives of 
Russian literature is to be regarded as 
heir apparent to the throne which he has 
filled so grandly during the last two de- 
cades?

This noisy suc- 
cess of his would certainly seem to point 
him out as the unanimous popular choice 
for the place of the supreme story-teller 
of the present generation. But keen as 
the general appreciation of Gorky’'s tal- 
ent is, the most enthusiastic praise of his 
stories is not altogether free from a cer- 
tain patronizing note. His most ardent 
friends among critics do not seem to ap- 
plaud him except with 
smile on their lips; and, upon the whole, 
one seems to admire him as a writer who 
is not to be taken seriously, but whose 
work is entitled to special recognition be- 
cause he is an under-educated crude son 

of the masses. 

The greatest truly Russian writer 
among the youngest story-tellers of to- 
day is Anton Cheffhoff, the man to whom 
Gorky dedicates ‘“‘Foma Gordyeeff,’’ 
most ambitious novel. Judged from a 
purely artistic point of view Chekhoff is 
the Tolstoi of the Russian short story. Of 
all the other representatives of the re- 
cent fiction of his country he alone has 
the art of making his characters and 
their surroundings strikingly, irtesistibly 
real. His unfailing grasp of the evan- 
escent detail of life and his incisive sense 
of motive, added to the tremendous earn- 
estness and maturity of his humor, com- 
pel the admiration even of those cntics 
who impeach him for what they call his 
lack of any definite moral purpose. The 
violation of the traditional maxim which 
condemns art for arit’s sake, and per- 
haps also his being confined to the short 
story, may stand between Chekhoff and 
the mantle of Tolstoi.

SORDID NOVEL WRITING. 

The pulpit, the press and the novel— 
these indisputably are the great molders 
of public opinion and public morals to- 
day says The Critic. The novel goes into 
the home to stay. Its influence pene- 
trates every chink and corner of the 
family. Yet novelists are not found 
wanting who write for money. This 
would not matter if they wrote the 
truth. But these gentlemen who are “in 
literature for their own po&xet every 
time’’ have discovered that for the mo- 
ment the people have confounded the 
wrong with the right and prefer that 
which is a lie to that which is true. 
“Very well then,” says these gentlemen. 
“If they waht a te they shall have it:’’ 
and they give the people a lie in return 
for royalties. 

The surprising thing about this is that 
you and I and all the rest of us do not 
consider this as disreputable. We con- 
demn an editor who sells his editorial 
columns, and we revile the pulpit attain- 
ed of venality.

There is a good opening here for electri- 
cal machinery. Many of the cities have 
no tramways and good-sized towns ®ve 
mo electric lights. Belgium is cut up by 
canals, now operated by horse power, 
and at this writing horses are used to 
haul many of the cars of Brussels itself. 
They drag the cars not only along the 
tracks, but on the cobbles, pulling cars 
weighing two tons and, in addition, thitty 
passengers over the rough stones. Our 
horses could not do it, buf these big 
Brabant steeds are very elephants in 
harness and they haul with’ ease loads 
that would stall the American Percheron. 

Brusseis is fast adopting rapid transit. 
The electric work is being well done. and 
when completed the roads will be man- 
aged on military principles. 

The street car conductor here is as 
gorgeous as a German lieutenant. He 
has a uniform with brass buttons, his 
cap is covered with gof@ embroidery, and 
he keeps himself as bright as though he 
came out of a bandbox.

One of the brightest busirfess Arpericans 
Il have met on the continent is Mr. H. C. 
de Clerg, who represents the King Spring 
Company, of Buffalo, and a number of 
other American imstitutions. He fs dne 
of the largest of the Belgiafi Importers 
@nd is making a big thing 
American: goods. He has Tiree Sulldings 
in Brussels devoted to his stores, work- 
shops and supplies, and he trades not 
Only with Belgium, but Wh Germany, 
France, Spain and Italy. } 

Among other things Mr. de Clef sells 
American harness, ca:riages and ¥agons 
and it was in talking of this branch of 
the business that he told me how he In- 
vaded Europe with an American trotte®. 
Said he: 

‘T first came here as an agent for one 
of the biggest carriage factories of tne 
United States. My Employers thought 
they could sell their goods here, and, as I 
speak and write German and French a 
well as the English, they chose me to 
introduce them. I laid out the campaign 
&nd thay gave me the money to carry it 
out. In the first place I bought @ buggy 
with rubber tires and ball bearing, and 
in the second a fast American trotter to 
Carry me over the country. I brought 
ttiese with me to Europe and traveled in 
my carriage through Holland and Bét- 
Gium, going from Antwerp to Berlin. 
Visiting the greater past of Germany. No 
One had ever seen a buggy like mine, and 
the carriage dealers everywhere gave 
Me small orders.-I could drive about 40 
miles a day, stoppin at a big town almost 
every hight. I had a folding bicycle, and

Mr. de Clerq says the Europeans can- 
not compete with us as te office furniture. 
Labor is low, but is not so cheap as 
American machinery. As it is now, the 
desks and chairs come here in rectangu- 
lar boxes in pieces Kndcked down, They 
are not smoothed nor varnished. The 
finishing is all done by Belgian cabinet 
makers as good as our best men in the 
states, who will work for from. 80 cents 
to $1 a day. The chairs are sent in such a

In 
some cases the fathers have passed away, 
but the sons continue the business and 
the orders come in al] the same. ‘This for- 
eign trade is well worth the consideration 
of the American manufacturer. It should 
be nursed at the expense of the home 
sales, for in hard times the European 
market may tide over many a shaky fac- 
tory.”’ 

Mr. Silcox does an enormous business 
with Russia. He has dealt with the Rus- 
sians for years; and he has now his 
agents in every large town of European 
Russia and also in Turkistan and Siberia. 
Hie supplies the czar with agricultural 
machinery, atid deals largely with the 
communal village assemblies. In Russia 
much of the land is owned by the vil- 
lages, and the village officiais buy ma- 
chinery for the common use of the peo- 
ple. 

A great deal of our agricultural ma- 
chimery goes to south Russia. I have seen 
large orders for American reapers for 
the Cossack country, and while in Paris 
got a picture of a canal hauling a Deer- 
ing mower over the steppes of Siberia.

The 
United States has the lead in the drug 
trade. supplying 43 per cent of the 
whole.”’ 

Although the lower classes in these 
islands are not noted for cleanliness, they 
are large consumers of soap. What they 

do with so much of it, 
Cubans are not to have more visible 
Finicky results, is a mystery. It 
About is also strange why 
Details American soap, famous 
for its excellent quality, 
has not found favor here. 
I asked a dealer what was the trouble 
with our soap. He said it was fine and 
cheaper than most Buropean brands, but 
it did not have the proper color nor the 
correct shape. He wanted to know why 
American manufacturers were not willing 
to make their goods to suit his trade. He 
said the answer he always got, when he 
wanted things made different was. “Our 
goods may not be put up quite like the 
kinds your customers have seen, but they 
are the best in the world for the money. 
Take them or leave them alone.” 

I tried to explain to him that the pre- 
dominating idea in American trade was 
the best goods for the least money, with-
